London, Jan. 12. — The Chronicle pub- 
lishes an interview witlt Hon. R. It. 
Dobell, a member of tho Canadian cab- 
inet who is now in London, in which he 
aays that Canada would rejoice at the 
completion of the arbitration treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, and lie is confident that the 
Ltiurier cabinet will leave no stone un- 
turned to complete the good work so 
that Canadians as well as Englishmen 
will live with the United States as 
friends and not enemies. 

Lord George Hamilton, secretary of 
etato for the Indian department, has 
eent to the Lord Mayor the statement 
upon which the appeal for subscriptions 
for the relief of the famine Bulferers in 
India was based. Ho says tliat districts 
with a population of three millions will 
be sulferers from iamine until the end 
of March and that it may continue in 
some parts until the end of 
June. In other districts having 
forty-four millions of a population 
the distress may deepen with the famine 
for a shorter or longer period, while six 
million people in the native states may 
be victims of famine. The density of 
the famished population varies from 902 
per square mile in Mafferper and Bengal 
to 122 per mile in Bhalagat and the cen- 
tral provinces. There were 1,200,000 
people on tho relief work at tho begin- 
ning of January, and this Dumber will 
certainly reaeli two and may ex- 
ceed three millions. It is esti- 
mated that the famine will cost the 
India treasury at least £4,000,000 to 
I'll, 000,000. To-day's cablegram from 
Calcutta states that the distress is rapid- 
ly deepening, especially in the Bundel 
Fund districts, where half the popula- 
tion needs relief. The Mansion House 
relief fund amounted to nearly £30,000 
to-night, including a donation of £200 
by the Prince of Wales, and the dona- 
tion by the Queen of ,£500, which has 
already been chronicled. 

A strong Healyite meeting was held 
in Dublin yesterday .which was virtually 
a counterblast to John Dillon's conven- 
tion held last September. The meeting 
passed a dozen resolutions, the chief one 
being a decision to start a daily news- 
paper. Several thousand pounds were 
subscribed towards Bhares in tliis enter- 
prise. 

The French parliament resumed its 
session to-day. Alter listening to ad- 
drosses from Admiral Vallon the senate 
adjourned until Thursday. The chain-- 
ber of deputies re-elected M. Brisson as 
president, and also re-elected vice-presi- 
dents William Raymond, Poincarre, 
Paul Deschane, Sarrien and Gustavo Ia- 
nmbort. The Mohammedan deputy, 
Dr. G renter, recently elected in the Rad- 
ical interest to represent Pontarlier, was 
present and aroused lively curios ity and 
ironical remarks. 

A Rome despatch to the Daily News 
says that newa has been received from 
Macedonia that bands of starving Turk- 
ish troops have sacked Greek and Bul- 
garian villages, and have savagely killed 
the villagers. This • dispatch also says 
that Italy has ordered the squadron 
which recently returned from Turkish 
waters to be ready to* start again at a 
moment's notice. 

The Daily News Paris correspondent 
says: " Next to England, with no great 
power of Europe is aibitration so popu- 
lar as with l'runce, which is ripe for a 
similar arrangement with both the Uni- 
ted States and England." 
The Journal des Debate, commenting 
pon the arbitration treaty arrived at 
etween Great Britain and the United 
tales, says: ''The existence of an 
arbitrating mechanism always ready to 
work will stop the displays of American 
rutality in international ali'aire. All 
the civilized world is deeply interested 
in each experiment." 

The Boersen Courier thinks that the 
treaty imposes great obligatious upen 
.America and that it should in future not 
tolerate filibustering expeditions to 
China. 

Tho Nord Deutsche!' Zeitung according 
to a Berlin dispatch to the Standard 
thinks the European powers are 
Likely to follow the example set b 
Britain and the United States 
tion treaty.

THE AFRICAN MASSACRES. 

Particulars or the Tragedy by Which the 
Members of a Peaceful Mission 
Lost Their Lives. 

Bonny, Guinea Coast, Jan. 12.— Con- 
sul Phillips, two Consular Officers, Locke 
and Campbell; Major Crawford, the 
deputy commissioner, and Captains 
Boisragon and Maling, officers, belong- 
ing to the Niger Coast force ; Dr. Elliott, 
and two civilians, with a number of 
native Kroomen and native carriers, 
have all been massacred by the king's 
people, while on a peaceful mission to 
Benin City. 

London, Jan. 12. — It is stated in the 
foreign offices advices that the party was 
unarmed when it left the consulate at 
Benin, on the west side of the Niger, 
travelling toward the Adamagu country. 
They were surprised on the frontier ter- 
ritory at Benin City, where they were 
lired upon, surrounded and massacred. 
The object of the mission is not yet 
known. Benin City is within the Niger 
protectorate, and is 60 miles up the 
river Benin. The population is 50,000, 
iind it is governed by a Fetish priest- 
hood, and is notorious for human sacri- 
fices. It is thought that the massacre is 
possibly connected with tho recent es- 
cape of the king of the Okrika tribe to 
New Calabar, who was captured by the 
British. It is feared that the disaster 
will have a bail effect on the Niger Com- 
pany's expedition, which is about to 
proceed against the Emir of Nupe. 

Later despatches confirm the previous 
reports of massacre, and say that all the 
whites comprised in tho expedition, to- 
gether with 243 native carriers, were 
killed, and that only seven Kroomen es- 
caped.

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

The O. K. Shows Some Exceptionally Rich 
Ore— -Magnificent Monte Cristo. 

Rossland, Jan. 12. — (Special.)— Three 
assays made from samples across the 
four foot vein cut by the I.N.L. tunnel 
some weeks ago, showed valueB averag- 
ing over $50 per ton. This claim is 
owned principally by John S. Baker, of 
Tacoma, who on the receipt of these re- 
turns from the smelter to whicJi he had 
sent the samples at once returned to 
Rossland and to-day he made arrange- 
ments to begin shipping. 

The clean ore body opened in the 
crosscut from No. 1 tunnel on the Monte 
Cristo is (our feet wide between two 
perfect walls. It is also the 
best grade of ore ever found 
in the mine, as an average sample yes- 
terday showed $23 in gold. This is pay 
ore even under present conditions, and 
puts the Monte Christo among the most 
promising claims in the camp. It has 
taken GOO feet of development work to 
reach this body of ore, and there is now 
every reason to expect that it will prove 
to be a fair sample of what is to he ex- 
pected on this great fissure wherever it 
is opened up to an equal or greater 
depth. 

At the 0. K. there is now developed 
and blocked out a body of ore live feet 
wide, 2o feet high and about ;10 feet 
long, supposed to contain about 300 tons 
of ore, all of which, as far as can be seen, 
carries gold in visible quantities. It ip 
not all equally rich ; some of it is fairly 
impregnated with gold. The president 
and treasurer of the company arrived 
from Spokane to-day to inspect the dis- 
covery, which is the moat important of 
its kind ever made in Rossland and 
probably in the country. 

The Rossland Miner reports: "The 
shipments of ore from Rossland mines to 
amel'ers, from January 1 to inclusive, 
1,040 tons.

THE GOODWIN CASE. 

Dismissal oi the Claim Against the Govern- 
ment ror $74,000 in the Soulangea 
Litigation. 

Ottawa, Jan. 12. — (Special) — Justice 
Burbidge, in the Exchequer court yes- 
terday, gave judgment to issue an in- 
junction against W. P, O'Brien, of Mon- 
treal, and others, restraining them from 
using their invention, which is declared 
to be an infringement on the Auer Light 
patent. His Honor also gave judgment 
in the celebrated case of George 
Goodwin, contractor for the Sou- 
langes canal, dismissing Goodwin's 
claim for $74,000. Some time back 
Judge Burbidge gave judgment for 
$57,000 of the above amount, but leave 
was given to appeal, and the result has 
been that the claim was knocked out. 
The Dominion Government have decid- 
ed to appeal from the judgment of the 
Supreme Court to the Imperial Privy 
Council in tho teat case between tho 
provinces and the Dominion as to the 
ownership of the inland fisheries.

It Is hoped to Lay It Before the 
Venezuelan Congress When 
It Convenes. 



London, Jan. 12.— The Chronicle gives 
the following summary of the treaty of ar- 
bitration agreed upon between Her Ma- 
jesty's government and the United States 
as follows : 

"'Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
the United States of America, being desir- 
ous of consolidating the relations which 
have been shown- to happily exist between 
them, and consecrating them by a treaty 
on the principle of international arbitration, 
have appointed for that purpose as their 
respective plenipplentiari.es : by the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, Hon. 
Richard Olney, secretary of state of the 
United States, and by Her Majesty, Queen 
of t lie United Kingdom of < Ireat Britain and 
Ireland, the Right Hon. Sir Julian I'aunce- 
fote, member of Her Majesty's most honor- 
able privy council, Knight of the Grand 
Cross of the honorable Order of the Hath 
and of the most distinguished Order of St. 
Michael and St. George, and Her Majesty's 
ambassador extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States, who after having 
communicated to each other the respective 
full powers, which were found to be due and 
proper, have agreed to and concluded the 
following articles: 

The first article provides that the high 
contracting parties agree to submit to ar- 
bitration in accordance with the provi- 
sions, subject to the limitations ot this 
treaty, all questions of difference between 
them' which they may fail to adjust by dip- 
lomatic negotiations. 

The second article of the treaty provides 
that all pecuniary claims orgroup of claims 
not exceeding an aggregate of li 10,000 ster- 
ling, and which shall not involve the de- 
termination of territorial claims, shall be 
decided by an arbitration tribunal to be 
constituted. 

The third article provides that each of 
the high contracting parties shall nominate 
as an arbitrator a jurist of national repute, 
and these two within two months shall se- 
iect an umpire. If they fail in this the um- 
pire shall be appointed by agreement by 
I he members ol the Supreme court of the 
United States and the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council of (Ireat Britain, each 
nominating body acting by a majority. If 
they feel to agree within three months the 
umpire shall be selected in accordance with 
article 10, namely, by the Kingof Sweden. 
The umpire shall preside over the tribunal, 
and the award of the majority shall be final. 

Article -I provides that all pecuniary 
churns exceeding £10,000 sterling or dis- 
putes involving treaty rights, but not terri- 
tori.'.l claims snail be decided by a tribunal 
in accordance with article live. 

Article 5 provides for the submission of 
the foregoing feu the tribunal whose award, 
if unanimous, shall be final, but if not 
unanimous either of the contracting par- 
ties may within six months of the award 
dviuand a review thereof. The matter shall 
then be submitted to a tribunal of live en 
lirely different jurists, each side selecting 
two and the "four thus chosen selecting an 
umpire within three months. 

In the event of a failure the umpire shall 
be ehrsen in accordance with the third arti- 
cle, or failing in that by King Oscar, of 
Sweden, The award of a majority of the 
tribunal shall be final. 

It is pr ivided by article (i that the terri- 
torial clni ns sbalf be submitted to a tri 
bunalofsix, three of whom, subject to the 
provisions of article S, shall be judges of 
the supreme ciurt of the United States, or 
judges of the circuit court, nominated In- 
itio President of the United States, and the 
other three, also subject to article ,S, shall 
be judges of the British supreme court or 
members of the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council, nominati d by the Queen, 
whose award by a majority of not less than 
5 to 1 shall be final. In case the award is 
made by a less majority it shall also lie 
final, unless either power shall within 
three months protest that the award was 
erroneous, when it shall be invalid. There 
Bbull even then be no recourse to hostile 
measures, until the mediation of one or 
more friendly powers has been invited by 
i me or t wo parties. 

Article 7 provides that objection to the 
jurisdiction of the tribunal shall only he as 
■ allows: " Before the conclusion of a hear- 
ing of a claim under article :i or 5 either 
party may invite the tribunal to decide 
whether that question involves a grave 
matter of national rights. If the tribunal 
so decides the jurisdiction of the tribunal 
shall cease and the dispute shall be set- 
t led under article H. 

Article 8 provides that where the ques- 
tion involved otneerns a particular state of 
the United States the President may ap- 
point a judicial oflicer of such state or ter- 
ritory to be one of the arbiters. The same 
principle applies to (Ireat Britain. 

ArticleDprovidesth.it the term "terri- 
torial claims" shall include all other 
claims involving questions of servitude, 
rights cf navigation access to fisheries, and 
all rights and interests necessary to tile 
control and enjoyment of territory. 
A rticle 1 1 is not given. 
Article 12 provides that each government 
shall pay its own arbiter, and the tribunal, 
iii finally disposing of the matter, shall 
direct whether any expenses of the success- 
ful party shall be borne by the unsuccess- 
ful party. 

Article 13 deals with the routine of the 
tribunal. The place of meeting, etc., is to 
lie decided by the tribunal itself. 

Article 11 provides that the treaty slinl 
remain in force for live years and until tin 
expiration of a year after either party gives 
notice of its termination. 

Article 15 provides that the treaty shall 
lie ratified by the President of the United 
■states and Queen Victoria, and that the ex- 
change of ratifications shall occur in Wash- 
ington or London within six months of the 
date of the treaty orearlier if possible. 

The Chronicle refrains from criticizing 
the. details of the treaty except to say: 
"The whole area of possible dispute is cov- 
ered and war is rendered unnatural and im- 
possible." The Chronicle warmly congratu- 
lates both countries and all concerned. 

All the morning papers have articles of 
congratulation, and agree that the treaty 
will make the day the foremost in the his- 
tory of England and the United States. 

Washinuton, Jan. 1". — It is expected 
that the final draft of the treaty between 
Venezuela and Great Britain for the sub- 
mission of the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute to arbitration will be made some time 
this month and mailed promptly to Cara- 
cas. The general outlines of the treaty 
have been agreed upon and outlined to the 
common satisfaction of the United States 
anil Venezuela, and have been evidenced 
in an agreement between the two nations 
first named, but it was necessary to elab- 
orate these in a formal treaty between 
Venezuela and Great Britain. Progress is 
making on these details and an important 
step has been gained in the formal assent 
of King Oscar of Sweden to act us the final 
:irbi lira tor in this, as well as in the general 
Arbitration court. 

The principal efforts ol Sir Julian Pnun- 
Cffote and Senor Andrade are now being 
directed toward the completion of the 
treaty in seoson to admit ol its being laid 
before" the Venezuelan congress as soon as 
it convenes. Under ordinary conditions 



this date would be February 20, but it is as 
good as settled that President Crespo. tak- 
ing advantage of the law which permits the 
legal sixty day's session to be extended 
twenty days, will advance the date of meet- 
ing that number of days and the' congress 
will assemble February 1. In this case, 
if the treaty is to be submitted at 
the opening of the session it must he 
dispatched from Washington not- later 
than January 20, so only ten days aro avail- 
able to close up the negotiations. .1 ust what 
points remain to be adjusted cannot be 
learned at present, but it is known that 
they do not touch questions of vital princi- 
ple and relate rather to details, important, 
hut not likely to give rise to serious con- 
troversy. 

It can be stated for one thing, that Ven- 
ezuela has accepted that provision of the 
agreement between the United Slates and 
Great Britain which leaves to those, or 
even of a third country, as the arbitrators. 
Some difficulty was expected to be en- 
countered on this point, but appar- 
ently Venezuela is content to rest her 
case" in the hands of tho United States, 
leaving it to the discretion of the United 
States supreme court to name either citi- 
zens of the United States or Venezuela, or 
even of a third country, as the arbitrators. 
It is possible that some understanding on 
this point lias already been reached by 
Senor Andrade and Secretary Gluey, but it 
is not possible to confirm this view, though 
it gains color from the frequent conierenees. 
even as late as to-day, between the Secre- 
tary, Chief Justice Puller and Mr. Storrow, 
attorney for the Venezuelan government. 

SPAIN AND HEK COLONIES. 

Motion in U. S. Senate to Recognize Cuban 
Independence-Reforms in Porto Rieo 
—More Brutalities. 

Washinuton, .Ian. 12. -Tho chief event 
of yesterday's session of the senate w as the 
impassioned speech by Mr. Mills, of Texas, 
in favor of a resolution introduced by him 
to declare the recognition of a foreign gov- 
ernment a congressional prerogative and to 
recognize the independence of Cuba and ap- 
propriate $10,000 lor the salary of a minis- 
ter. In support of the first proposition the 
senator quoted a long line of precedents, 
and speaking on the latter question strongly 
denounced the administration charging it 
with favoritism toward Spain. It was 
something strange at this late day, said 
Mr. Miils, that in the closing hours of the 
10th century the Presiden* had discovered 
that he alone had power over the recogni- 
tion of foreign governments, and 
had set at defiance a resolution 
of congress, if it should be passed by a two- 
thirds majority, lie said: " If such an oc- 
casion arises this government will not be 
wanting in power to carry into effect the 
acts entrusted to it by legislation." He 
said that the President had stated in his 
message that Cuba could not be recognized 
unless oO.OOO Cubans gave pitched battle to 
the !>00,000 or 230,000 Spaniards. The Pr 
ident admitted that the Cubans held two- 
thirds of the island, he should have said 
nine-tenths, hut how are the Cubans to ob- 
tain anus, surrounded by a chain of Span 
ish gunboats ? The neutrality laws of the 
United States have been so administered us 
to win the friendship of Spain. 

New York, Jan. 12. — The World this 
morning prints the following special cable 
disputch from Madrid, Spain, by way of 
Bayonne, Prance: The Spanish govern- 
ment has courteously given the United 
States government to understand that it is 
disposed to give attention to the observa- 
tions which Washington, unofficially, has 
made to Madrid concerning the Porto Rico 
reforms already decided and those contem- 
plated for Cuba, but as firmly has let it be 
known that Spain alone must he the judge 
for the moment of carrying out the reforms 
and extent of self-government. Compatible 
with the condition of the colonies and im- 
perial interests the Madrid government 
considers it absolutely impossible to enter 
upon any formal or official engagement 
witii the United States about the colonial 
policy, though she is perfectly willing to 
give every informal unofficial assurance of 
its sincere intention to seize the first favor- 
able ODportunity to issue decrees establish 
iug administrative reforms and tariff re- 
forms in Cuba as far as possible within the 
limits of the law voted by the Spanish 
cortes. The state of public sentiment in 
Spain obliges the government to conduct all 
negotiations witli the United States witli 
reserve. The Spanish ministers express 
the hope that Cleveland ami Olney will 
take into their consideration the difficulty 
of the situation. The Sranish government 
expects no resistance from the Cuban roy- 
alist party or Weyler when the moment 
conies for the installation of Cuban r 
forms. The intention of the Madrid go 
eminent is to put Cuban reforms in Ion 
before President McKinley takes ollicc. 

Boston, Jan. 12.— News has been received 
in this city by Col. Ban, of the junta of 
Xew ICnglantl, direct from an agent in th 
island of Cuba, of a most revolting act of 
brutality on a plantation near Cienfugos. 
The plantation was taken by a detachment 
of Spanish troops, and as the residents 
were known to he sympathizers of the 
Cuban cause, all who did not make their 
escape were killed. These consisted « 
woman 71 years old, her grandchild of 12 
years, and a family named Morrano, con- 
sisting of several persons. All these, by 
order of General Weyler. it is said, were 
put into sugar hogsheads and the ho 
lieads set on lire, the victims being burned 
to death. The letter also tells ol the de- 
struction ol' a bodv of Spaniards by an 
American named Taylor, who is 'with 
Gomez. The Spaniard.- were encamped on 
the hillside, a good many of them in a cave 
in the hill. In the night Taylor succeeded 
in stealing up and throwing a dynamite 
bomb into the cave, killing about fifteen of 
them. 



REPLY TO ALU. MARCHANT. 

To Tin: Km Ton:- - My attention is directed 
to a letter from Aid. Marchant, in which 
he says that he opposes my re-election to 
the office of mayor because 1 voted against 
his motion to appoint a water committee, 
four members of the council, and a water 
main was laid on Pairlield road without (as 
he assert s) the sanction of the council. 

The alderman should be aware that tin 
statute places the water works system it 
the hands of a commissioner who is em- 
powered to improve and enlarge it out of 
the funds placed at Ids disposal. He should 
also be aware that on November 10, 1806, 
the council, on my recommendation and 
that of the finance committee (of which 
Aid. Marchant is one), placed the sum of 
$1,500 in the hands of the commissioner for 
all purposes of maintenance and construc- 
tion of the water works, the report and the 
warrant both being signed by Aid. William 
Marchant. 

As to the police business, the granting of 
liquor licenses, and the water works, are 
each in the hands of commissioners, what 
would be the use of appoint ing a commit- 
tee of the city council to deal with either of 
these matters, when the statute places 
them in the hands of other persons? To 
do so would be to place members of the 
council in a false and ridiculous position.

Cranston, Deported From Honolulu, 
Obtains $1,000 Damages— Do- 
ings at the Mines. 



Municipal Elections at Duncan- 
Sneak Thieving at Vancouver— 
Haiti on Gamblers. 



(Spccinl to the COLONIST.) 

VANCOUVER. 
Van.couveh, Jan. 12. — It will be re- 
membered that in February, 1895, Cran- 
ston charged the Canadian-Australian 
Company with forcibly carrying him 
away from the Hawaiian Islands, Cran- 
ston being deported as a suspect in the 
recent revolution. The case was tried 
before Justice Drake and Cranston waa 
non-suited. The plaintiff appealed and 
a new trial was set to take place beforo 
a jury. The case came up yesterday be- 
fore Justice McColl. The amount of the 
damages was placed at $50,000. After 
very brief consideration the jury returned 
from the jury room and announced that 
in their opinion the plaintiff was entitled 
to .fl.OOO damages. 

The bond on the Phillips Arm quartz 
mining claims has not been taken up, 
owing, it is eaid, to an unfavorable re- 
uj ? mining engineer sent t° exa- 
mine tile property. A Coi.Onist reporter 
visited the offices of the Phillips Arm 
Co. to learn the truth of the statement, 
and was informed that it was correct as 
far as it went, but that the mining engi- 
neer hail unjustly given the property a 
black eye on account of a. ridge of for- 
eign rock or dyking Crossisig the vein 
and hiding the ore body. They had 
bince put a gang of men to work and the 
pay streak was easily foutfd. With the 
reserved ore, the ore already shipped 
and to bo shipped, it is expected that a 
dividend will be paid at on early date. 

Fifty pounds of the ore on the new 
strike at tho Golden Cache have been 
sent to the company's offices here and is 
on exhibition in the windaw. Free gold 
is sticking out in tho lump all over the 
surface, and the ore is richer than ever. 
The strike was made at tiiree feet, cross- 
cutting the tunnel at <>7 feet. On the 
4th instant a second tunnel was started 
100 feet from the first one, with splendid 
indications. 

Mr. Haskins says another company 
will start shortly to develop mines in the 
Slocan, with himself as manager. Con- 
siderable hydraulicing will be done on 
the creeks in the vicinity of the Big 
Bend by Canadian and English syn- 
dicates. 

George Turner, manager of the Two 
Friends mine, has wired the company 
here that two carloads of ore will leave 
on the 13th instant and another carload 
will follow soon, and that there are 12 
inches of a new ore body in the east 
drift of high grade. The share subscrip- 
tion list of the Two Friends will lie 
closed on Saturday, the 16th instant, 
and a large amount of stock has been 
subscribed here and in the East. 

J. W. Haskins is in Vancouver with 
his bride. Mr. Haskins is busy renew- 1 
ing friendships and talking mines, so 
that it was with some difficulty that the 
Colonist reporter secured an interview. 
Mr. Haskins said that the Orphan Boy 
Mineral Company were more than 
pleased with tho prospect of their well 
known mine. lie would only give thu 
latest news, which was to the effect 
that work was beini: unshed and 
would be pushed with all vigor. 
The tunnel is now in 117 feet and the 
sliaft sunk -10 feet. The pay streak is 
ten feet between the walls. He would 
say that there was S00 tons of ore on the 
dump, so as to be sure to get inside the 
actual amount, and this ore, at a very 
low estimate, would run $40 to the ton. 
In fact the Orphan lloy was a proved 
mine of great value. There would be no 
let up in the work so that the mine was 
constantly becoming a more valuable 
property. 

More sneak thieving is reported in the 
city, and the chief is in a quandary. The 
remainder of the city's vagrants conld be 
"gathered in," but where to put them is 
the question. 

Another raid was made on the Dupont 
street cam biers last night. The two 
raids made recently will enrich the city 
treasury by several hundred dollars.

HON. THOMAS M'GKEEVY. 

A Little of the Inside History of the Case in 
Which He Was Concerned. 

(From the Toronto Mall-Empire.) 

By the recent-death of Thomas McGreevy 
one of the central figures in a celebrated 
case is removed. Everybody remembers 
the McGreevy revelations of 1891. It was 
charged that Mr. McGreevy had through 
connivance with contractors secured for 
election purposes money which had been 
raised by the making of over-charges. The 
accusation was in part sustained and Mr. 
McGreevy was expelled from parliament, 
and afterwards prosecuted. The inside 
history of the ens'e lias not yet all come 
out. It would have come out had Mr. Mc- 
Greevy lived; much of it may yet be re- 
vealed" although lie has passed away. What 
we do know, however, is important, and 
lor some of it we have to thank our con- 
temporary the Globe. After the revela- 
tions had been made the Globe published a 
statement with respect to them, and gave 
flic-similes of receipts for election money 
signed by Mr. J. Israel Tnrte. It seemed 
that Mr. Tarte was M r. McGreevy 'a right- 
hand man. The Globe's story says: 

'• Tarte comes from Berthier county. He 
was conducting a country newspaper with 
considerable ability when somebody invited 
liim, sixteen or seventeen years ago, to go 
to Quebec and become editor of Le Cana- 
dian, Le Cantidien received large sums, 
$30,00(1 in all, fi om Thomas McGreevy while 
he was building the N'orili Shore railway. 
In the course of time Tarte became owner 
of the paper. He was one of the most ac- 
tive of the lesser luminaries of the Conserva- 
tive side in the Quebec district. lie was the 
trusted o^ent of Sir Hector, and at a later) 
stage of Sir Adolphe, until, for some reason 
or other, they broke with him. When Rob- 
ert McGreevy and Murphy began to threat- 
en Thomas McGreevy ami (he Connollys 
Tarte tired the balls which they supplied." 

Here it should be explained that there 
had been a quarrel between I he .Messrs. 
Connolly ana Owen Murphy ami Robert 
McGreevy, formerly their partners. Asa 
matter oi' fact, Murphy, w ho was a refugee 
from New York, was suspected by the Con- 
nollys 1 of dishonesty. They refused to 
continue him as a partner, and Robert Mc- 
Greevy was thrown out with him. In re- 
venge Murphy and Robert McGreevy 
threatened to publish letters injurious to 
the Connollys, but offered to give them up 
for $110,000 each. The at tempt to levy black- 
mail was not successful, thereupon they 
sued the Connollys for $400,000 on a fraud- 
ulent note, for attempting to collect upon 
which they .were ultimately tried and con- 
demned to goal. They also proceeded to 
publish the letters. 

The Globe's story is that "it was then 
that Tarte resolved to take the side of vir- 
tue. They fufnisned the ammunition in 
the hope of forcing the Dominion Ministers' 
to persuade Thomas and the Connollys to 
pav the sweat money. That was their sole 
object at the outset.'' The correspondence 
was dribbled out bit by bit through Tarte's 
paper. " Tarte," continues the Globe's 
story. " appeared as the champion of pub- 
lac morality. He would have deserved 
much more credit, however, had he applied 
himself to the elucidation of the whole 
truth. As it was, In; screened his own op- 
erations and those of Sir Adolphe and 
tho party in general while plunging 
his knife into Sir Hector and into 
his benefactor Thomas McGreevy. They 
say he was inspired to this course by others. 
Whether he was or not, he must have 
known that it was not the way to serve the 
public interests." The upshot was, of 
course, the investigation, (hi; trial, and the 
condemnation of Mr. McGreevy. 

Nobody has ever ipiectioned the justice of 
the result in the face of the evidence as ad- 
duced. Hut there is reason to Hiispcct that 
the man who, above all others, ought to 
have been punished slipped away. That 
man was Murphy, the New York defaulter, 
who robbed his partners and the country 
anil used the McGreevy letters, first lor 
blackmailing purposes, and afterwards to 
show that money which he had taken had 
been applied to political uses.

FORMATION OF MINING 

COMPANIES. 

Wo are glad to see that the Board of 
Trade has given some attention to the 
methods in vogue in connection with the 
organization of mining companies under 
the laws of this Province, and also in re- 
gard to the conditions under which com- 
panies organised in the United States 
are permitted to carry on their opera- 
tions in British Columbia. There can 
be no question that there are many de- 
tails connected with the present meth- 
ods which require amendment, and the 
Board of Trade has done good service in 
bringing the subject formally under the 
notice of the Government and thus 
drawing public attention to it before the 
meeting of the Legislature. At the same 
timo there are some points in the 
recommendations of the Board of Trade, 
about the wisdom or advisability of 
which we have considerable doubt. 
In any case it is well that they should he 
discussed with the object of eliciting 
public opinion upon them and obtaining 
the views of those who are interested in 
the matter, whether directly, us owners 
of mines, promoters or investors, or 
merely indirectly as residents of the Pro- 
vince and solicitous for anything which 
concerns her progress and welfare. 

With the first recommendation of the 
Board of Trade— that no companies shall 
be registered to do business in this Pro- 
vince except those organized under 
Biitish or Canadian law3 — we are in- 
clined to agree, although it will doubt- 
less provoke some hostile, criticism, 
and some plausible arguments 
can be adduced against such 
a course. It will be claimed that such 
an enactment would tend to prevent the 
influx of American capital, which has 
done so much in the past towards the 
development of mining in West Koote- 
nay. We think, however, that the prob- 
ability of such legislation being detrimen- 
tal isnot very real. It is not, wo presume, 
the intention of the recommendation 
that any legislation of that character 
should be retrospective in its applica- 
tion, and tiierefore it would not affect 
American companies already registered. 
As regards the effect of such legislation 
on future investments of American capi- 
tal , we do not think it would have any 
of a prejudicial character. In the first 
place, we believe that by far the largest 
portion of new capital which will flow 
into the province for investment in our 
mines will be either British or 
Canadian, and that even that al- 
ready invested will he largely 
replaced by money from those 
two sources as the result of sales by Am- 
erican holders, This process has al- 
ready commenced and is likely to go on 
on a still larger scale. Kven, however, 
in cases of American investments still 
occurring, there is but little reason for 
anticipating any obstacle to them being 
caused by such a requirement. The 
Provincial law in many respects is su- 
perior to that oi many of the States, in 
the security afforded by it to investors; 
and the fact that it makes difficult, or 
even impossible, some of the practices 
followed by American promoters, is 
rather an argument in favor of it as re- 
gards honest and bona fide American in- 
vestors. Still, aB we have said, this 
recommendation will doubtless arouse 
some hostile criticism. 

The second recommendation— of a 
Bcale of fees based on the amount of 
nominal capital— we fully endorse. The 
third recommendation—that "not less 
than one-third of the capital bo sot apart 
lor ' working capital ' "—we think is not 
one which will meet with the approval 
•tot* practical mining men or experienced 
company promoters. Unless modified, | 



so as to meet the widely difl'erent cir- 
cumstances which are found in the 
organisation of companies to carry on 
mining enterprises, it would either prove 
to be impracticable in application or 
would check the organisation of com- 
panies based upon most legitimate lines. 
What would bo a wise restriction in the 
case of a company organised to acquire 
and work a mine which was scarcely 
more than a "prospect," might bo a 
serious or fatal obstacle to the successful 
dotation of a company, tho object for 
the formation of which was the purchase 
of a property well developed, actually 
shipping ore and with lame reserves of 
ore in sight or already on the dump. 
There are many mines in South Africa 
which were not placed upon the market 
until their owners had developed them 
so that thej' were in a position to pay 
dividends on tho capital asked for. Take 
Bome of the mines in the Kootenay dis- 
trict as an illustration. The value of the 
"Slocan Star" mine, at the current 
value of its shares, is something over 
$2,100,000. it would doubtless sell 
readily at that, and would, without 
question, bo self-sustaining, pro- 
vide funds for all necessary ad- 
ditions to its plant and yield 
steady and substantial dividends 
without it being necessary for a 
large sum to be set aside from the capi- 
tal for " working capital." Vet, if this 
recommendation became law, and the 
Slocan Star were to bo purchased by a 
company organized under tho Provincial 
Statutes so amended, for tho price of 
$2,100,000, it would be necessary to in- 
crease the capital to $2,S00,000, in order 
to comply with the law. Yet such capi- 
tal would be unnecessary, and would 
either be unproductive or would dimin- 
ish by one-third the rate of dividend, 
which would otherwise be available for 
the smaller amount of capital. The 
recent sale ot the "War Eagle 
mine furnishes another case in 
point. Bought for $850,000, there is 
no doubt that had the purchasers decid- 
ed to capitalise it alone as a producing 
property at $1,000,000 and sell it at that, 
the shares would have been readily tak- 
en by the public and the mine's opera- 
tion have been safely and successfully 
carried on without any " working capi- 
tal " being requisite. We think, there- 
fore, that the Board of Trade will see 
that it will bo necessary to withdraw or, 
at least, to modify and make more flexi- 
ble its third recommendation. 

We must defer for another occasion 
the consideration o( the other recom- 
mendations contained in the Board's 
memorandum. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

As published by Bradstreet's, Can- 
ada's failures for lS'JG show an increase 
of sixteen per cent, in the number and 
an increase in the total amount of liabili- 
ties of five nnd a half per cent., the 
assets showing an increase of eleven per 
cent. The year was one of depression 
in the United States, where the increase 
in the number of failures has been 
greater than in Canada, and there has, 
besides, been a much greater proportion- 
ate increase in the total aniounnt of lia- 
bilities. Canada's aggregate trade with 
the United States for 1S95 was larger 
than that with even' Groat Britain, and 
our increasingly close commercial rela- 
tions with that nation involve, of course, 
greater correspondence between our 
commercial conditions and theirs. Can- 
ada, generally, follows the ups and 
downs of United States trade, but at 
present, owing to tho renewal of pros- 
perity in Great Britain, and a great ad- 
vance in the price of wheat, Canada 
seems destined to recover more rapidly 
than her neighbor. 

In an article referring to the condition 
and advancement of women during the 
year just closed, the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser pleasantly remarks 
that it could haidly be expected, with 
all the advantages that are hers in these 
days, woman should stand still. But the 
past year has not been rich in achieve- 
ments. Its record, it is observed, does 
not scintillate with those gems of femi- 
nine thought and feminine labor 
which, even though tbev had 
proved rough diamonds, year-old 
oratorical promises led us to expect. 
The attitude of perpetual astonishment 
towards women's work is distinctly 
disrespectful. It will be a great 
gain, if at the end oi this twelvemonth, 
a woman may earn a good living, paint 
a picture, write a hook or win a case 
without having her picture in the maga 
zinea and her name emblazoned in big 
type, with those of the 'educated pig ' 
who can jump through hoops of fire." 
Tho reforms which woman has accom- 
plished during the past year have come 
chiefly through the home. Her influence 
has been felt in politics, in charity and 
in the great questions which have made 
a part of the year's history. And her in 
fluence for good has hardly been less 
great than usual because we have heard 
less about it." 



THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

Briefly stated, the treaty of arbitra- 
tion between Great Britain and the 
United Stales provides for a tribunal to 
which, during the next five years, all 
differences arising between the two na- 
tions, except such as directly touch the 
national honor, shall be snbmitted for 
adjustment. The exception is so limited 
in its scope that the arrangement prac- 
tically covers everything. Few questions 
are likely. to arise between two coun- 
tries, as sincerely desirotiB of maintain- 
ing peace with each other as the high 
contracting parties in this instance are, 
which cannot be settled by the exercise 
of a little common-sense and good tem- 
per on both sides. The national honor 
may, of course, be involved in some- 
thing very trivial in itself, but 
when a tribunal is established 
to which all disputed questions can, and 
must, he at once referred, the changes 
will be that in every instance they will 
be disposed of long before the danger 
line has been reached. There will here- 
after no lunger be any incentive for 
demagogues and reckless politic. ana to 
magnify trifles, and little chance for 
them to throw obstacles iu the way of 
the amicable adjustment of grave differ- 
ences. It is very gratifying that this 
general treaty has followed upon a series 
of arbitrations between the two coun- 
tries, and it is probably not too much to 
say that it places war between the two 
great Knglish-speaking nations outside 
the bounds of probability. 

The treaty is tho direct result of that 
magnificent expression of public opinion 
in England and America, following the 
Venezuelan war scare. Dark though the 
outlook was for a few weeks in January 
last, the threatening war-cloud was 
scattered by the resistless force of public 
opinion, which declared that tho people 
of both countries desired to bo at peace 
with, each other, at any cost short of the 
sacrifice of national honor. Happily for 
the cause of liberty and civilization, the 
two great nations were alike in that their 
rulers were true to the principles of 
Christian civilisation , and the 
men at their right hands in 
the emergency were Bplendidly equipped 
for such a crisis. Victoria and 
Cleveland, Olney and Salisbury — their 
names will be forever coupled with this 
grandest achievement of diplomacy. So 
auspicious is the event that when the 
treaty has been proclaimed — for we 
suppose the United States Senate 
may bo trusted to ratify it — a 
grand feu de joie should be fired 
by the army and navy of both na- 
tions and the church bells in every town 
and city in tho English-speaking world 
should nng out a thanksgiving. We 
celebrate a battle won, a city taken, a 
navy destroyed. Whynot rejoice in this 
bloodless triumph, this victory of peace 
and good-will, more glorious than any 
ever gained in war and more pregnant 
with results for the good of humanity?

Lovers of the picturesque had much to 
interest them at the outer wharf yester- 
day afternoon in tho kaleidoscopic pic- 
tures of sky, sea and floating craft. The 
Northern Pacilic steamship Tacoma, 
over which considerable anxiety had 
been entertained in consequence of her 
delayed arrival, lay at the old wharf d is 
charging freight since about 1L in the 
morning; the old Yosemite was berthed 
in the channol between docks ; tho tug 
Tyee, just in from tho Sound, had her 
lilies made fast, awaiting orders to tow- 
to Bea tho British ship Sierra Blanca, 
which has just finished discharging coal 
in Esquimalt ; and at about 3 o'clock the 
R.M.S. Empress of Japan from the 
Orient and the Walla Walla from the 
Sound came in almost abreast of one 
another. Of this important fleet, chief 
interest of course centred in the belated 
vessel that it was feared had encounter- 
ed more than the passing dangers of the' 
deep. It was not an exciting story of 
disaster that her crew had to relate, 
however, and the casual inquirer visit- 
ing the vessel learned but little 
of what happened to keep the 
ship nearly 23 days on her voyage. 
She had broken her afier engine, and 
for 00 hours lay helpless in mid-ocean, 
rolling and pitching in heavy seas and 
gales, while her worthy engineering 
stall', in charge of Chief Engineer Mc- 
Lellan, toiled almost the entire time 
without rest or sleep, the chief never 
once closing his eyes until the difficult 
task he had to perform had been accom- 
plished. Purser McDonald, in his re- 
port of the affair, says : 

"On January 'I in lat. 50.18 X., long. 
155. 30 W., during a severe northeast 
galo and very heavy head sea which 
caused the engines to race considerably, 
one of the principal levers of the after 
valve gear carried away. The break 
could not be repaired at sea, so it was 
found expedient to disconnect the for- 
ward engine and transfer the necessary 
working parts to the after one. This 
work was accomplished under great diffi- 
culties as the ship rolled heavily during 
the entire time. After a delay of sixty- 
six hours all obstacles were, however, 
overcome and the vessel started on her 
course January 5 at 5 a.m., with the after 
" tandem " eugine only at work. All 
went smoothly and Victoria was readied 
without a hitch, the ship averaging over 
eight knots an hour from the breakdown. 
Until the mishap occurred everything 
indicated a quick, pleasant and prosper- 
ous voyage." 

TheTacoma's passengers, whoare fairly 
boiling over with praise for the engi- 
neering'stalf, were H. K. Haskill and H. 
Montague. She carried besides three 
Japanese and 46 Chinese in her steerage, 
" sacks of mail, and a very large cargo 
which Victoria received a good por- 
tion. 

There were a very small number of 
saloon passengers on the Japan, and the 
onlv familiar face among them was that 
of Mr. C. M. Beecher, of the Hastings 
sawmill, who has been visiting the Ori- 
ent. Mrs. W. de C. Wetherell and child, 
two other passengers, are the wife and 
mi respectively, of officer WethereU on 
the ship, while' completing the saloon 
company were: Mr- Ceo.

Besides these there 
were 2-1 intermediate and '-MS Asiatic 
steerage passengers. The Empress re- 
ports an uneventful but rough passage — 
one of the stormiest voyages she lias 
ever had.

riie Natural History Society Will 
Carefully Investigate their 
Narration.

At the meeting of the Natural History 
Society last evening, no paper was read, 
but a number of subjects of interest to 
the society were discu83ed. The most 
interesting topic under consideration 
was the well-worn one of the sea ser- 
pent. In this instance the evi- 
dence was of an authentic, char- 
acter, and impressed the members 
as worthy at all events of being carefully 
weighed and of further investigation. 
.Mr. Ferguson, at present in the city, 
who, with Mr. Walker, was on a pros- 
pecting trip in Queen Charlotte islands, 
saw the animal with his own eyes. In 
Juno of 1895 these two were in a boat in 
waters adjacent when it was seen at 
a distance of 200 yards, coming 
toward them. It presented a rather 
peculiar appearance, which naturally at- 
tracted their attention and aroused 
their curiosity. A portion of the body 
in an oval s'hape appeared above tho 
water, but when within a few feet of 
the boat the body was straightened 
and the head, which was small and ser- 
pent-like, and neck, were raised about 
live feet out of the water and in that po- 
sition passed by. Immediately after the 
former position was assumed, and in 
that way tho creature passed out of 
sight. 

Mr. Ferguson, who by reo.uest was 
present at the meeting last night, re- 
lated circumstantially the details of the 
strange meeting and described very fully 
the general appearance. Although when 
tho head was raised the monster ap 
peared to look at them they did not see 
its eyes ; its bodv was perhaps a foot 
and a half in diameter at its largeat 
point; its tail resembled that of a dog- 
11 sh and moved vertically in an vmdula 
ting fashion ; and in length the serpent 
was fully 25 feet, if not more. 
It was dark in color, appar- 
ently scaleless and had a continuous fin. 
Mr. Ferguson made a pencil drawing of 
it in his'note book at the time, which ho 



exhibited last evening, and also read the 
notes he had taken. ' 

lie and his partner, Mr. Walker, are 
well known, and there is no cir- 
cumstance in connection with their 
narrative or no considerations of a per- 
sonal character which would in any 
way tend to discredit their state- 
ments. They had not made their dis- 
covery publicly known heretofore for 
reasons that would actuate most men of 
good judgment at the present day, as 
sea serpent "yarns" are regarded 
with a distrust not always flat- 
tering to those who promul- 
gate them. However, several mem- 
bers of the Natural History Society 
had privately heard of these gentlemen's 
experience and took the opportunity of 
inviting Mr. Ferguson, who was in the 
citv, to attend the meeting, which after 
"ood deal of persuasion he agreed to 
do. 

Needless to say, Mr. Ferguson 3 
statement elicited a good deal of discus- 
ind the fact was brought out that 
the Indians had many stories respecting 
the existence of a sea serpent in that 
locality. The matter will have further 
consideration.

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Candidates For School Board Honors 
Discuss the Educational Out- 
look in Detail. 



Aid. Marchant Gives an Account of 
Jlis Stewardship " for Future 
Ileference." 



A meeting of the ratepayers of the 
North Ward was held in the school- 
house at Spring Ridge last evening to 
Hstun to addresses by the candidates for 
the school hoard. The attendance was 
somewhat limited, but, to use the cor- 
rect phrase, " what was lacking in num- 
bers was made up in enthusiasm." 

Mr. W. J. Hanna was chairman and 
Dr. Lewis Hall the- first to address the 
meeting. The doctor objected in the 
lirat place to the using of a private oflice 
for holding the trustee meetings in. 
Suitable accommodation Bhould be sup- 
plied at the city hall. Ho . hoped that 
the best men and women would be elect- 
ed, and hoped too that he would be one 
of the chosen. Before teachers had it 
training they should not be put to teach 
the lower grades. 

Mr. R. L. Drury also condemned the 
expense of supplying a room for the 
ward meetings. With respect to the ex- 
pense of school books he thought that 
the matter might ultimately bo adjust- 
ed. In hard times this was a public 
grievance. He was not thoroughly 
familiar with the working of the schools, 
but he thought that higher branches 
should be taught in the public schools. 
He considered that to attempt to teach 
" domestic arts " in the schools would 
only hamper them and do no good. He 
was opposed to collecting a fee from 
High school pupils, as it worked a hard- 
ship in some cases. 

Dr. Lewis Hall at this point wished to 
explain that school,books cost too much ; 
the school trustees should buy the books 
and they could ho passed from class to 
class. 

Candidate E. A. Lewis stated that he 
had served in 1894, but had been defeat- 
ed last year. Due economy Bhould be 
practiced in the schoois, and he was in 
favor of free education for all. When 
Jie was at school the three R's were all 
that Wits taught, and the subjects were 
thoroughly taught. There were too 
many subjects now in our schools. Ho 
did not believe in imported teachers — it 
our own boys and girls were capable of 
lilling the situations, they should have 
the positions. He favored the board 
buying the books nec.cisary and furnish- 
ing them at cg^c to the pupils. All the 
school boards of the province should 
■work together and try to get the 
Department of Education to reduce 
the curriculum. The meetinu room for 
the board should be supplied by the city 

Aid. Marchant here interposed the 
explanation that Mayor Beaven had 
actually offered a room at the South 
Park school, but the school trustees had 
ignored the oiler. 

Mr. Lewis, continuing, said that while 
he had been on the school board the 
teaching stall' had been improved, and 
it would be his endeavor to continue to 
improve it. He believed that at pre- 
sent the teachers were fully earning 
their pay ajnl were a capable lot. 

Mr. MclCay felt a little diffident in 
Speaking alter the orators before him. 

" I have noticed school board's 
meetings are called in a private hole-in- 
the-corner kind of a way," he said, and 
he could not understand why children 
had to buy so many books. As regards 
the High school — that school waB only a 
branch of our cooimon school and should 
be free. He did not believe in technical 
schools in connection with the common 
schools and trusted that he would re 
eeive the support of those present on 
election day. 

The remainder of the school trustee 
candidates not being on hand it was pro- 
posed that the aldermanic candidates be 
heard from. After a few minutes wait 
Aid. Marchant broke the silence: 

" As there is exceeding bashfulness on 
the part of the would-be-aldermen, I 
would like a lew minutes myself," he 
said. Not being a candidate he thought 
perhaps a few words as to his steward- 
ship might not be amiss — it was possible 
that he might, on another occasion, 
have favors to ask of the citizens. He 
had always found the North Ward a 
compact set of voters, and they had al- 
ways L'iven him loyal support. Me then 
went into detail as to the division of the 
wards, showing that the North Ward 
equalled the other two combined in vot- 
ing power, and that as to area forty-seven 
one-bundredths of the entire area 
of the city was in the North Ward. On 
these lineB the money is divided by the 
council annually, and he maintained 
that it was an injustice, as the north 
ward had forty-seven miles of streets 
while the centre ward had only nine 
miles. This was the reason he had en- 
deavored to have the city re-divided in 
three equal warda. The alderman then 
went, into the matter of the city engi- 
neer's department and Bhowed the un- 
explained delay in the building of the 
Point Kllice bridge. Several other mat- 
ters were gone into and the statement 
made that the last levy of three mills 
in the dollar made by the corporation for 
education and board of health purposes 
was illegal. 

Mr. Charles Hay ward, having arrived , 
was next called to the platform. He 
apologised for having been detained by 
the work of the board. For the last 
twelve years he had worked hard to 
maintain the strictly non-sectarian 
character of the schools, and he had al- 
ways tried to keep the schools non-poli- 
tical as well. Everybody had felt the 
pinch of hard times, and he thought 
that the cut in the teacher's salaries last 
year was done in the interest of all tax- 
pavers.

Curious Complications Over 
a Knighthood. 



TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 

A Well Known Newspaper Correspondent 
Studying Commercial Conditions on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Seattle, J an. 12. — Dr. Gregory do Kan- 
net, a distinguished Russian newspaper 
• correspondent, who represents among oth- 
er important papers of that country, the 
Novosti (News), thf leading daily of St.. 
Petersburg, i.i In this city at the Oilier. Dr. 
Hr. Do Ktinnet in known all over tho Uni- 
ted States and in nearly every city in the 



London, Jan. 12.— Lord Wolscley, the 
commander-in-chief of the British army, 
who succeeded tho old Duke of Cambridge 
in that position, was expected to make a 
clean sweep of antiquated regulations und 
use the reforming broom vigorously right 
through the service, lie has not coma up 
to expectations, however, and in some re- 
spects has proved himself more of u bur- 
eaucrat than his royal predecessor. The 
latest step taken by him is to issue a gen- 
eral order solemnly lecturing young officers 
\vho have lately shown a liking for a clean 
shaven upper lip. contrary to the Queen's 
regulations, which enjoin the wearing of 
moustaches. Why it should he a sin in an 
army ollicer to shave when it is a virtue of- 
ficially insisted on in the navy, nobody has 
ventured to explain. 

(ireal interest lias been taken in Yoko- 
hama, Japan, in the trial of Mrs. Carow, a 
prominent society lady, on the charge of 
poisoning lier husband with arsenic, in a 
manner similar to that said to have been 
followed by Mrs. Florence Maybriok. 
There was considerable excitement to-day 
when it became known that Mary Jacob, 
t he governess, was arrested yesterday, and 
is reported to have confessed to committing 
I he murder. 

The definite announcement is made that 
Count MaurovieU', Russian minister to 
Denmark, will succeed the late Prince l.o- 
banoff-ltostovsky as Russian minister of 
foreign atl'airs. 

The light sentence of Lady Scott has call 
ed out a general chorus ol protests. All 
question of sex seems forgotten. It is re- 
marked that her crime is the most atroci- 
ous in the calendar ; worse than murder in 
its consequences. No man or woman is 
safe, it is declared, if such a frightful and 
false imputation upon one's name is not 
adequately punished. The chief offender 
in this case gets only nominal punishment. 
Her two perjured dunes receive the only 
real punishment. The judge's discrimina- 
tion. in this respect, to say not hing of his 
general leniency, is harshly criticised. 

in the London Central criminal court the 
recorder in charging the grand jury direct- 
ed attention to the case of L*divarU J. Ivory 
alias Bell, the saloonkeeper of New York, 
charged with conspiring to cause a dyna- 
mite explosion, saying it was the duty of 
the jury to find a true bill. 

A curious complication has arisen out of 
the customary bestowal of honors by the 
tjueen at the beginning of the nev year. 
The' list contained the name of William 
Laird, upon whom it was officially an- 
nounced Her Majesty had been pleased to 
confer the honor of knighthood. It so hap- 
pens that there are two men of that name 
well know n in public and political life. One 
is a famous shitjbuilder and t he other is a 
celebrated merchant, and doubts arose as 
to which William Laird the Queen had de- 
lighted to honor. The Glasgow newspapers 
unanimously congratulated their \V illiani 
and Liverpool and Birkenhead as unani- 
mously felicitated their local notable. The 
controversy raged for several days between 
the Birkenliead people, who triumphantly 
produced a telegram from the minister of 
i he nnvv congratulating their William 
Laird. Thereupon Glasgow trumped that 
card by announcing that their William had 
received a letter from the Prime Minister 
definitely informing him that the Queen 
had been graciously pleased to make liiin a 
knight of the United Kingdom. This dt 
course settled the matter, but the mystifica- 
tion remained ami had to be explained. 

Official advices from Manila state that 
the situation there is greatly improved, and 
that the rebels do not dare to approach the 
capital, it is reported that 6,000 insur- 
gents, wdiile trying to cross the isthmus of 
Novelta, of the province of Cavite, were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses. 

The crop report in the Mark Lane Ex- 
press to-day says the aspect of growing 
wheat in England is very satisfactory. 
The urea is u ton per cent, advance over 
that of is'jn. The farmers are dissatisfied 
with the prices for barley and oats, and, 
therefore, probably February and March 
will witness a larger sowing than usual of 
spring wheat . 

The Turkish Reform League bus issued 
from Brussels an appeal to the people id' 
Kurope, dee luring that the Sultan has plan- 
ned a massacre to take place during the 
approaching Kamazan fasts, and imploring 
tlie powers to interfere. 

A dispatch from Constantinople tn the 
Standard savs rumor of a massacre of 
Christians at Trebi/ond, which originated 
by the statement that an Italian gunboat 
had been ordered thither are untrue. It 
appear- that an Italian subject named Ma- 
rini was ••ecrctly shipped to Trebizond for 
exile to Krzeroum. Hie Italian ambassa- 
dor demanded his immediate return to Con- 
stantinople for proper trial, and threatened 
to send gunboats till the Porte gave a writ- 
ten promise of compliance. The incident 
caused a sensation at Constantinople on 
account of the belief that Italy was backed 
by the powers. 

A dispatch from Rome says that it is cer- 
tain bishop Keane, formerly of Washing- 
ton, P.C., will be nominated as bishop as- 
sistant at the pontifical throne, although 

the nomination has not yet I n officially 

made. The Pope will also nominate him 
as a titular arch bishop and canon of the pa- 
triarcbial basilica and adviser to some Ro- 
man congregation. Hence Bishop Keane 
will 'nuke bis stay there in order to render 
services to the Vatican in American religi- 
ous mat ters. 

It is reported that the Casino at Monte 
Carlo recently refused admission to Kllen 
Terry on the ground that she was too ill 
dressed. 

Cardinal Richard, of Paris, has forbidden 
Ihe priests of his diocese to at tend drama- 
tic performances. 

Advices from Manila show that the Phil- 
ippine island insurgents who were deport- 
ed to the Ladrone islands, the Spanish 
penal settlement in the Pacific, recently 
made a desperate attempt to escape hut 
were overpowered by the garrison and 
ftpanish marines, 80 being killed and forty 
Avere wounded.

" AVE OUGHT TO 1)0 WELL." 

Natural Conditions Favorable to Canada— 
What Our Rulers Ought to Do. 

(From the Mail-Empire.) 

During the year just closed Canada did 
a better business than in the year before. 
Our British exports were larger than in 
any previous twelvemonth, and while 
our farmers received a more liberal re- 
ward for their labors, ouainduatrial pop- 
ulation was, relative to"that of other 
lands, fairly well employed. Looking 
next door, at the tremendous decline in 
business there, and at the ease with 
which tlie entire fabric of trade and in- 
dustry is disadvantageous^ affected by 
the silver movements and the belliger- 
ent talk of the contending statesmen, it 
becomes a cause for congratulation that 
the interests of Canada and tlie United 
States were not pooled when the proposi- 
tion having that end in view was before 
us. The fight against a fiscal combina- 
tion was bitter, and the victory then 
won was a commercial, as well as a na- 
tional, triumph for Canada. 

We have certainly participated with 
the rest of the world in the decline in 
values consequent upon over-production 
in various branches of effort. Hut we 
have not suffered as others have done. 
While the wave of depression has passed 
over the world we have kept our heads 
above water. With the New Year we 
pass another milestone, and enter upon 
a new journey. What of the outlook? 
Natural conditions favor us. For the 
farmer the prospect is good, if only the 
position which the late government 
made for us in the British market be 
insisted upon and improved. England 
takes produce to the tune of hundreds 
of millions annually, which, given the 
proper facilities, we ought in a large 
measure to be able to supply. Canada, 
if the industries be maintained, also 
wants a large and growing agricultural 
output for home use. 

Senator Cox pat the cane well in his 
Peterborough speech, when, pointing 
to the advancement of the city, in which 
he has taken so much interest, he de- 
clared that its industries were of value, 
not merely to the urban population, but 
in an especial degree to the rural pro- 
ducers, who through these industries 
find purchasers for the resulta ol their 
toil. According to the view expressed 
by the Senator agriculture and town in- 
dustry are* inter-dependent. It. follows 
then that tho future for farmer and 
artizan alike dependB materially upon 
the support which the industries re- 
ceive. 'We shall do' well if our rulers 
swallow all their anti-Canadian 
opinions, and stultify themselves by 
leaving the fiscal question severely 
alonn, or, at all events, by dickering 
with it as lightly as possible. The 
United States certainly gave us a kinder- 
garten illustration of the evil of a free 
trade attempt where free trade is not 
suitable. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said the trouble 
arose from the fact that the free trade 
adopted was not free enough ; but the 
people who experienced it have declared 
otherwise. The danger to our business 
lies in the possibility of a ministerial ex- 
periment with our commerce. We may 
have a reciprocity casting a number of 
industries over to the tender mercies of 
the United States capitalists ; or we may 
have a lower tariff at the very moment 
when the United States is increasing its 
percentageo against us. But it is not 
worth while to meet these troubles half 
way. With our farming and industrial 
outlook good, and with the possibility of 
a fair return from mining operations, we 
ought to do well next year, li mad fiscal 
schemcH are presented to us we ahnll all 
turn iu aud fight them.

There is a sad sequel to an unfortunate 
story the lirst chapters oi which devel- 
oped in this city during October last, 
the scene of the final act in the little 
tragedy oi love and urief beine laid in 
England, It chiefly concerns a young 
lady well known to many in this city, 
particularly residents of Victoria West— 
Miss Edith Gertrude Dwelly, an English 
girl, who until a few months ago resided 
with her grandmother on Russell street. 

J twill be remembered that early on 
the morning of October 11 Mr. Knott, 
while enjoying u before-breakfast walk, 
found a young girl drowning in the 
waters of the Ann, off Warner's Landing. 
She was making no apparent struggle 
for life, and it was with considerable 
difficulty that he accomplished her 
rescue, taking her from the water uncon- 
scious and carrying her to the residence 
of Mr, Beaumont Boggs, where a medi- 
cal man was soon iu attendance upon 
her. 

This was Miss Dwelly, and as she was 
clad only in her night clothes at the 
time it was charitably supposed that the 
poor girl had walked from the house in 
iier sleep and fallen into the water. 
Those who knew the facta of the case, 
however, felt certain that Miss Dwelly 
had made a deliberate attempt at sui- 
cide. 

She was in love with a young man 
who did not return her affection, and the 
foolish girl had frequently threatened to 
end her life — not that she had suffered 
wrong, for no breath of suspicion of that 
kind rests on her. It was simply a case 
of unrequited love. 

For a time it seemed as though her 
brain was affected, but gradually Blie 
seemed to recover, and»at last it was de- 
cided to send her to her parents in Chel- 
sea, England. She arrived home about 
the middle of December, and seemed de- 
pressed but said nothing of her love 
trouble. 

On December 19 her mother found the 
girl lying unconscious in bed and beside 
her an empty bottle that had contained 
carbolic acid". A letter on the dressing 
table showed plainly that it had been a 
case of deliberate suicide, and a verdict 
to that effect was brought in by the 
coroner's jury at the inquest.

UNIVERSAL PEACE. 

Chauncey M. Depew Thinks That by the 
Arbitration Treaty an Important 
Step Has Been Taken. 

Yum;, Jan. 12.— Chauncey M. 
Depew, in speaking of the arbitration 
treaty, which was signed yesterday, 
eaiil : " I consider the making of this 
treaty the most important event for a 
year past. In 1 75)7 John Jay completed 
a treaty with Great Britain, one of the 
provisions of which was that all disputes 
arising between the United States and 
Great Britain, should be submitted to 
arbitration. Under the treaty a great 
many questions have been submitted, but 
the treaty never has been fully lived 
up to by either party. Now, after one 
hundred years, the United States and 
Great Britain having become the fore- 
most powers of the world, conclude a 
treaty on precisely the same lines. J 
feel sure that at the expiration of the 
five years the terms will be still further 
extended, and that the result will be 
permanent peace between the United 
States and Great Britain whatever cause 
of controversy may hereafter arise. I 
feel sure, too, that this treaty will prove- 
to be an important step toward the at- 
tainment of universal peace throughout 
the world."

The meeting of the South Ward elec- 
tors last night to hear the civic candi- 
dates was very quiet in comparison with 
the lively scenes of the previous evening 
at Johns Brothers' hall. Speeches were 
delivered by tho mayoralty candidates 
and by some of the aspirants for alder- 
manic honors, and at the end a few of 
the would-be school trustees had a word 
to say. Mr. Edward Mallandaine, 6r., 
presided. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern, who spoke first, 
desired to correct an impression that he 
said had been going tho rounds to the 
effect that he would increase the taxa- 
tion if he were elected mayor. He 
would point out the borrowing was in 
the hands of the property holders and 
that it required a three-fifths vote of 
them to pass a money by-law ; conse- 
quently, without their consent the coun- 
cil could not place more taxation on the 
people than at present. Speaking on 
the subject of liquor licenses, Mr. Red- 
fern expressed himself as not in favor of 
issuing any more such licenses in 
the city, "except in the case of 
some well appointed hotelB. It was 
a pity that the law here was 
not as in Vancouver where grocery bottle 
licenses were issued only on condition 
that there was a separation from the 
grocery department. However, it would 
not now be right to interfere with those 
who had grocery licenses. He briefly 
reviewed the various questions touched 
on at the previous meetings, and closed 
by saying that he would do his duty if 
elected as mayor. 

Mayor Beaven came next and said 
that though ho had been criticized in 
likening the business of the city council 
to that of a joint stock company he still 
adl ered to that view. This election was 
lust like the meeting of the shareholders 
in a joint, stock company called to choose 
directors and a presiding oflicer. 
That was the proper and prac- 
tical way of looking at it. 
He pointed out that it would be absurd 
for a joint stock company to change all 
its oflicers every year, and the same 
should bo the case in municipal busi- 
ness. The electors should choose men 
with a view to continuity of oflice, not 
because a certain man was a candidate 
for mayor, but because, like any busi- 
ness institution, it would be unwise to 
be continually changing ollicere. The 
mayor went on to explain his position 
on the waterworks question, and said 
that whether the works at Beaver lake 
were going to be a failure or a success 
was a problem yet to be settled. Mr. 
Redfern, in his remarks, seem- 
ed to think that the council 
crease the could not in taxe3 without 
going to the people with a by-law and 
that the limit of taxation which the 
council were empowered to impose had 
been reached. That was a mistake, for 
though the limit was reached on land it 
was not in so far as the r ito t n improve- 
ments was concerned. In closing he 
advised the electors that to whomever 
they elected they should give hearty 
support and sympathy. There had been 
in ttie city council this year men who 
really were very good aldermen and 
their efforts had not been appreciated as 
they should, hut unfortunately there had 
been aldermen too, who had been a 
source of discord. He hoped that what- 
ever they did they would act in the beet 
interests of the citv. . 

Mr. Spragge wanted to know if certain 
sewer and sidewalk had been laid and 
paid for as rumored this year without 
the consent of the board of works or of 
the council. 

The Mayor replied that if any money 
was paid out it was sanctioned by 
the proper authority. 

Mr. Spragge— "That is evading the 
question." 

His Worship— "I think you don't 
know what you are talking aoout; you 
seem to thing you know something you 
don'.t know."'

The Mayor — " I have tried to answer 
you as well us I was able." 

Mr. Redfern asked leave to make a 
short reply to the mayor, and seemed to 
think that hia worship, in speaking ot" 
the $100,000 judgment against the city 
sotr.e years ago, had considered Mr. 
Redfern had, when ho was, mayor, been 
partly responsible for it. Mr. Redfern 
went on to say that when he 
retired from the mayoralty there was 
only $3,000 or $1,000 of indebtedness 
and that it w as more than covered by ar- 
rears of tuxes. As against the mayor's 
argument in favor of eontinuitvof oflice, 
he cited London, Glasgow and Manches- 
ter as changing ttieir mayors every year. 
Mayor Beaven had been in oflice for 
three years, and a man who wanted 
moro than that was a greedy monopo- 
list. He went on to say that it the 
water works were not satisfactory it was 
the mayor's fault, for they had been re- 
ported as satisfactory by Mr. Bell and 
Mr. Wilmot when Mr. Jorgensen had 
been dismissed, so that the trouble had 
all happened since then. He closed by 
Baying ho was opposed to the single tax 
doctrines, but was of opinion that im- 
provements should be taxed as light as 
possible. 

Mayor Beaven was sure Mr. Redfern 
did not wish to mislead them, but, as a 
fact, the trouble with the filter beds was 
with work done in 1805, before Mr. 
Beaven was mayor. 

The aldermanic candidates for the 
ward being culled upon, Mr. Harrison 
took the platform. He spoke very 
shortly, saying he had had experience 
in the council in 188!) and 18il0, and it 
was during his chairmanship of the sew- 
erage committee that the sewer system 
ivas started. He had a practical knowl- 
edge of bridges and carrying on public 
works that lie would devote freely to 
the city if elected. He believed in 
exempting the militia from the 
income tax and would gladly bring up a 
motion in the council to abolish aider- 
manic salaries, if ho thought anyone 
would second it. In concluding, he ex- 
pressed his approval of the present fire 
department. system as opposed to the 
full paid department. 

Aid. Wilson made his annual bow, 
hoping the electors would elect him 
again as a ropiesentative of the ward. 
As alderman he had endeavored to work 
not only in the interests of the South 
Ward, but of the whole city. He and 
some of the aldermen were being taunt- 
ed with laving sidewalks just on the eve 
of the election, but he desired to say he 
was actuated by no electioneering scheme 
in any improvements that were being 
made. He referred to the Point Ellice 
bridge and went over his position in re- 
gard to the building of the pile bridge, 
claiming the council had Leen unfairly 
criticized and hindered. For the mileage 
he claimed that Victoria had hotter 
streets and sidewalks of any coast city 
and before sitting down said that the 
work of the city council could be done 
every meeting in an hour if there were 
not aldermen who talked by the hour to 
the gods. (Laughter.) 

Ald.Tiarks was present during the 
early part of the evening, but was oblig- 
ed to leave before the turn of the 
aldermen came to speak. Ex-Aid. Hall 
was also present. 

Mr. MeUandless. one of tho North 
Ward candidates, being cathd upon to 
speak did so by saying lie had come to 
tho meeting because he had been told 
there was a rumor he was brought out in 
the interests of the liquor men. This 
he strenuously denied, as iie had come 
out at the request only of a large 
number of business men. 

Then came tho school trustees, Mr. E, 
A. Lewis leading off a very brief speech 
in which he said he had already had ex- 
experience on the school board ami if 
elected would do all he could to increase 
the efficiency of the schools. 

Dr, Lew's Haii expressed his opinion 
that the younger children had now too 
many studies; that he would like to ste 
some system whereby the- children pro- 
moted should leave their bioks behind 
for the use of their successors, and while 
he did not believe in extravagance he 
would pay the teachers good salaries. 
He thought tho inexperienced teachers 
should not be placed in primary classes, 
and favored making the High school free 
until the common schools gave a proper 
standard of common education without 
it. 

Mr. R. L. Drtiry did not think cooking 
or domestic economy should be taught 
in the schools, and waB opposed to a 
High school fee being charged. 

Mr. McKay, the last speaker, said he 
would not make great promises of what 
he would do if elected to the school 
board, but he would touch on a few 
points. Ho agreed with Dr. Hall as to
